It will
probably be necessary Lo advertise for
bids for about two monthe, as the work
is one of great magnitude and larve
contractors from the east will wish
come here and look over the ground be-
fore submitting bids.

Under the rivalry of two prineipal com-
peting lines scaboard rates have gone
down, and overland railroad rates on
gimilar classes of goods nreé marked for a
big reduction. The east-bound rate of
$3.50 per ton on barley, canned goods,
ete,, via Cape Horn, is the lowest rate
ever (noted for thraugh shipments and
represents about 88 per ton for all ciasses
of freight, "Forty-two thousand tons are
en route from New York at practically
an open rate of thirty-five ceuts per 100
pounds, and 15,000 from Thiladelphia.
